Everyone will agree that we are 
experiencing one of our poorest 
seasons in the win-and-loss depart- 
ment; but in many of the defeats, 
one break could have given Hart- 
nell another victory. 

That is now just a matter of rec- 
ord. The date now is Nov. 21, 1956, 
the eve of the traditional Hartnell- 
Monterey Peninsula football game. 
Who knows what the final score 
will be? Only Crocker, Critchfield, 
Goodwin, Lancaster, Fahey, Leonti, 
Butts, Bass, Kretz, Miranda, Ma- 
chado, Manoukian, Plake, Toma- 
sint and the rest of this year’s 
squad can determine the outcome. 

There are some who believe that 
Hartnell will lose its eighth game 
of the season tomorrow. But the 
situation in November of 1955 was 
primarily the same, with the more- 
than-confident Lobos riding the 
crest of one of their most success- 
ful seasons, with nine wins and 
only one loss, while the Panther 
from Hartnell was having a rather 
mediocre year. The outcome was 
the same as in the previous years. 
Hartnell sent the saddened Lobos 
back to their campus again to “wait 
till next year.” 

Although Monterey was estab- 
lished in the 18th century, Monte- 
rey Peninsula College did not ap- 
pear until 1947 at the high school. 
In 1949, MPC moved to its present 
location with its new quarters and 
87 acres of campus. Two years 
later they felt the first sting of de-

Hartnell _ College - Community 
Players will present “Everyman,” 
the greatest of all medieval moral- 
ity plays, on television station 
KSBW, Channel 8, on the tenta- 
tive date of Sunday, Dec. 16. 

First TV Program 

“Everyman” is the first of a se- 
ries of dramas which the Players 
expect to produce for Station 
KSBW, and was selected, according 
to Hal Ulrici, director of the Play- 
ers, to work in with the religious 
theme of Christmas. After Christ- 
mas the Players expect to do a 
TV drama once a month and a 
stage production at Hartnell Little 
Theatre at the end of the year. 


The generous offer of so much 
time by Station KSBW and the 
chance of acting in the TV field, 
an opportunity few colleges have, 
is one, the Players cannot afford 
to miss, since the TV medium in 
drama now offers the greatest op- 
portunities for actors, Mr. Ulrici 
said. 

With the help of production men 
at Station KSBW, Mr. Ulrici is re- 
vising the script of “Everyman” 
to conform to the limitations of the 
TV medium. Area for acting will 
be smaller and every move must 
be planned with more precision 
than on the stage. Since more 
than one camera will be used, since 
the picture will sometimes be from 
a side angle, sometimes from the 
front, at a distance and then close 
in, Mr. Ulrici must make detailed 
and exact plans for the use of the 
cameras. mrs

Eleanor Perry Relates High Lights of Year Abroad

Just a pile of uninhabitable ruins 
and crumbling walls, some people 
call Oxford, but Miss Eleanor 
Perry, while studying there on sab- 
batical leave from Hartnell Col- 
lege last year, had to raise her 
right arm and solemnly swear not 
to tamper with, damage or injure 
in any way any of the precious 
books or manuscripts in the library 
there! And, though it is impossible 
to believe that she would ever have 
such an attitude, Miss Perry says 
you could not touch her with a 
ten-foot pole if she had a degree 
from “that pile of ruins.” 

Once behind those walls, Oxford 
becomes a vital, moving and im- 
portant force, and the privilege of 
studying there meant so much to 
Miss Perry that she says, “I would 
give anything if I had started study- 
there ten or 15 years ago.” 

And that sabbatical leave atso 


included a leisurely tour of every 
country in Europe outside of the 
iron curtain except Greece. 

When Miss Perry registered - for 
Michaelmas term, which  corre- 
sponds roughly to the fall term at 
Stanford, she expected to study the 
20th century novel. Nobody, she 
discovered, studies anything con- 
temporary at Oxford. They are 
more interested in the ancient be- 
ginnings of things, and so she was 
assigned to Miss Rachael Trickett, 
Fellow at St. Hugh’s and one of 
the few Fellows at Oxford who 
have written contemporary novels. 

The Hartnell instructor did study 
the beginnings of the novel, learned 
the standards and requirements of 
a novel and feels she can apply 
them te contemporary novels and 
judge them better. 


No Grades Given 


There are no regular classes, no 
examinations, no grades or unit 


credits at Oxford, but you “go 
down” fast enough if you fail to 
study. The emphasis is all on what 
you are learning and the only 
measure of what you have done is 
ffie earning of degrees. After two 
or three years of graduate study, 
if you feel prepared, you petition 
for an examination for a degree.

The after-game Homecoming dance, sponsored by the ICC, was a suc- 
cess despite efforts of a few spoilers, students and alumni alike. 

At a special meeting, Nov. 6, the ICC met to iron out club indiffer-, 
ences; indifferences within the clubs themselves. Club ICC representa- 
tives aren’t getting the backing they should from their clubs. It isn’t 
for the ICC representative to take the brunt for the conditions present 
at a club project; it is the task of the combined effort of all club mem- 
bers sponsoring the project. 

When plans are laid in an effort to make a successful project work, 
it needs cooperation and especially reliability. How many members 
were assigned duties at the Homecoming dance and didn’t fulfill their 
obligation? It is up to club members to back propositions brought be- 
fore the ICC by their elected representative, since it was they who 
brought the motion to him in the first place. 

If this cooperation and responsibility is not forthcoming in the next 
few dances, it is probable that they will be discontinued.

It was entirely Miss Perry’s own 
responsibility to plan her own 
courses and set and achieve her 
goals. Her Fellow advised her to 
read George Eliot, Joseph Conrad, 
Henry James, E, M. Forester, Vir- 
ginia Woolf, James Joyce and Mar- 
cel Proust as a preliminary to the 


study of the contemporary novel, 
For the rest of the term she studied 
on her own, occasionally writing a 
paper on her studies and phoning 
for an appointment with her Fel- 
low for criticism and discussion. 


Christmas in London 
Studying was a joy in the lovely 
atmosphere of the great Bodleian 
Library with its mullioned win- 
dows, its wood paneling, beamed 
ceilings and old refectory tables. 
Then when she went to London 
for the Christmas holidays, she ob- 
tained a special~card to study in 
the British Museum. Between peri- 
ods of study, walking in the grounds 
at Oxford, in Christ’s Church 
Meadow, The Parks or in Magda- 
len Water Walks transported her 
back to other centuries, stirred her 
imagination to all kinds of historic 
events and literary dreams. 

When the winter term, the Hil- 
ary term, started, there was just one 
question, what had she enjoyed 
most the previous term? It was 
George Eliot, who, in “Middle- 
march” was the first to weave all 
the threads, the inhabitants and 
life story of a community into a 
novel. Fine, then the suggestion 
was that she study George Eliot 
alone for the entire term. : Miss 
Perry read all George Eliot’s let- 
ters, poetry, translations, novels 
and two collections of her short 
novels, a mew and _ rewarding 
method of studying.

“Macbeth” was the first Shakes- 
pearean performafice the Players 
have done in two years and conse- 
quently they had to learn the fun- 
damentals and style, which are 
quite different from modern act- 
ing. 

There were a number of players 
who had never been on the stage 
before, yet all roles did well 
enough to give the over-all show a 


nent of Europe — Europe with all 
its wonderful art as a representa- 
tion of man, for hundreds of years, 
at his best and highest. Europe 
with Chartres, Mont-Saint-Michel, 
the opera in Rome, the Russian 
Ballet in Paris, chamber music in 
Salzburg celebrating the 200th an- 
niversary of the birth of Mozart, 
and Prado, the thrilling national 
museum of painting and sculpture 
in Madrid, Spain. Originals of 
loved reproductions which showed 
that the best reproduction can 
never reveal the beauty and emo- 
tion of an original. 

Driving the Simca car which Miss 
Perry and a friend bought in Paris, 
they toured for three months, go- 
ing where and as they pleased, thus 
visiting many off-tour spots such 
as Chartres with its alive and flam- 
ingly beautiful rose window, and 
Henry Adams, in a whole book, 
could not describe the emotional 
impact of Chartres! 

It was fun to note the changes 
the automobile has wrought in Eu- 
rope since Miss Perry visited there 
in 1930. In some countries, when- 
ever they stopped the car, the two 
women were surrounded by star- 
ing, incredulous groups.
